TRUTH’ IS SOUGHT 


Board Told to 'Satisfy 
Itself on Facts as 
Far as Possible

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29- 
President Johnson created a 
special commission tonight to 
investigate the assassination of 
President Kennedy. He ap- 
pointed Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren to head the panel. 

The White House, in announc- 
ing the action, said the Chief 
Justice would serve as chair- 
man of a seven-member com- 
mission that a iso includes two 
Senators, two Representatives 
and two former Administration 
officials. 

It added: 

“The President is instructing 
the special commission to 
satisfy itself that the truth is 
known as far as, it can be dis- 
covered, and to report its find- 
ings and conclusions to him, to 
the American people and to the 
world.”

The commission, according to 
the White House statement, will ' 
be instructed “to evaluate all 
available information concern- 
ing the subject of the inquiry.” 

It said that this would in-' 
elude evidence obtained by the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion in a special inquiry pre- 
viously ordered by Mr. Johnson. 
The F.B.I. report on tha,t in- 
vestigation is expected jto he 
ready next week. 

Texas to Cooperate
